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POPULATION  ESTIMATES  FOR  NORTH  CAROLINA 
MUNICIPALITIES  AND  COUNTIES 


(July  1,  1980  Permanent  Resident  Population) 


This  report  presents  estimates  of  the  July  1,  1980  permanent  resident  population  of  North  Carolina,  each 
of  its  100  counties,  and  incorporated  municipalities,  along  with  a  ranking  of  all  municipalities  over  2,500  by 
size.  For  comparative  purposes  it  also  presents  April  1,  1970  and  April  1,  1980  census  figures  for  each  municipality 
within  boundaries  as  of  January  1  of  these  years. 

The  municipal  and  county  estimates  were  prepared  in  fulfillment  of  the  requirements  of  North  Carolina 
General  Statute  105-472,  which  states  in  part,  "The  State  Budget  Officer  shall  annually  cause  to  be  prepared 
and  shall  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  Revenue  such  reasonably  accurate  population  estimates  of  all  counties  and 
municipalities  in  the  State  as  may  be  practicably  developed,"  and  North  Carolina  General  Statute  136-41.1  which 
states  in  part, .  This  annual  estimate  of  population  shall  include  increases  in  the  population  within  municipalities 
caused  by  annexations  accomplished  through  July  1  of  the  calendar  year  in  which  these  funds  are  distributed." 
In  accordance  with  these  laws,  estimates  of  July  1,  1980  population  in  July  1,  1981  boundaries  were  submitted 
to  the  Secretary  of  Revenue  and  to  each  municipality.  However,  the  use  of  population  within  boundaries  for 
a  time  different  from  the  date  for  which  the  population  is  estimated  creates  problems  for  local  and  state 
governments  in  their  planning  processes  because  of  their  lack  of  comparability  with  other  data  series.  As  a  result, 
this  issue  of  "North  Carolina  Municipal  Population"  differs  from  previous  issues  published  in  the  late  1970s 
by  reporting  July  1,  1980  population  within  July  1,  1980  boundaries. 


The  State,  county  and  municipal  population  estimates  were  developed  from  census  counts  as  reported  in 
"1980  Census  of  Population  and  Housing,  Advance  Reports  PHC80-V-35",  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  including  known  corrections  from  the  Census  Bureau.  These  federal  statistics  were  then  updated 
to  July  1,  1980  by  the  North  Carolina  Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management,  Research  and  Planning  Services 
according  to  the  following  general  procedures: 

A.  County  estimates-  Each  county  population  was  adjusted  for  births  and  deaths  for  the  three  month 
period  April  1  to  July  1,  1980.  Secondly,  each  county's  population  was  adjusted  for  migration  utilizing 
a  1970-1980  migration  rate  for  each  county  for  one  quarter.  Net  migration  is  the  difference  between 
the  1970  and  1980  census  counts  not  accounted  for  by  births  and  deaths. 
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Methodology  for  County  and  Municipal  Population  Estimation 


B.  Municipal  and  nonmunicipal  estimates  -  The  municipal  estimates  are  updates  of  the  same  1980  federal 
census  population  base  and  were  developed  by  uniform  standardized  procedures.  Normally,  several 
different  methods  would  be  employed  in  generating  the  municipal  estimates.  Because  of  the  closeness 
of  the  estimate  date  to  the  date  of  the  federal  census  and  the  lack  of  required  data,  the  method  of 
constant  proportion  was  chosen  as  the  best  procedure  to  estimate  the  1980  municipal  and  nonmunicipal 
population.  This  method  assumes  that  the  municipal  and  nonmunicipal  population  will  grow  at  the 
same  rate  as  the  county  as  a  whole.  This  county  growth  rate  is  developed  and  applied  exclusive  of 
group  quarters  population  which  is  estimated  directly  from  survey  data.  The  municipal  and  nonmunicipal 
population  totals  are  also  adjusted  for  annexations  through  July  1,  1980  which  are  not  reflected  in 
the  April  1,  1980  census  counts.  Once  the  municipal  and  nonmunicipal  population  estimates  have  been 
computed,  they  are  added  together  and  this  total  is  compared  with  the  July  1,  1980  county  population 
estimate.  Adjustments  are  made  in  each  city  and  nonmunicipal  estimate  to  force  the  total  to  equal 
the  July  1,  1980  county  value.  If  a  city  has  conducted  a  special  census  or  survey,  that  city  is  excluded 
from  the  adjustment  procedure.  These  adjusted  totals  for  municipalities  are  the  1980  final  municipal 
population  estimates  which  should  be  used  for  planning. 

For  any  study  of  recent  population  trends  for  a  particular  municipality,  it  is  strongly  recommended  that 
only  the  most  recent  estimates  be  compared  with  the  1980  or  1970  census  as  an  indication  of  change.  Methodology 
employed  during  the  1970s  varied  somewhat  from  year  to  year  in  an  attempt  to  improve  the  estimates.  Thus 
year-to-year  change  in  the  estimates  may  not  be  indicative  of  population  change. 

The  Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management  is  currently  reviewing  its  1970's  estimates  in  light  of  the  1980 
census  results  and  a  publication  dealing  with  North  Carolina  municipalities  during  the  1970s  is  planned  for  the 
coming  year.  A  review  of  our  1970  s  estimates  along  with  new  procedures  to  be  employed  during  the  1980s 
should  continue  to  improve  population  estimates  during  the  coming  decade.

This  municipality  is  inactive  but  not  officially  disincorporated.    Because  of  this  status,  the  town  was  not  reported  separately  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  for  1970  and/or  1980. 

This  municipality  became  a  multi-county  town  through  annexation  since  the  1970  Census. 

This  municipality  incorporated  since  the  1980  Census.    A  1980  separation  count  will  be  calculated  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  at  a 
later  time. 

The  Village  of  Pinehurst  incorporated  in  July  1980,  and  a  1970  Census  separation  count  was  calculated  shortly  thereafter.  A  1980  Census 
separation  count  will  be  derived  at  a  later  time. 

A  1980  Census  correction  was  made  for  Nashville  in  September  1981,  after  1980  municipal  estimates  were  certified.    The  corrected  count 
is  3,028. 

In  1970  the  Town  of  Littleton  consisted  of  a  population  of  433  in  Halifax  County  and  470  in  Warren  County.    In  1973  the  General  Assembly 
of  North  Carolina  authorized  a  special  election  in  order  that  the  town's  voters  might  decide  in  which  of  the  two  counties  the  town  would 
be  located.    The  result  was  a  change  in  the  county  line  so  that  Littleton  is  located  totally  in  Halifax  County.    1970  Census  figures 
shown  in  this  publication  reflect  these  changes.
